1.  General  Observations  as  to  Housing  conditions: — 

BOLD. — In  the  Clock  Face  area  of  the  Parish  of  Bold,  the  majority 
of  the  houses  are  of  the  working  class  type  and  are  owned  by 
the  local  Colliery  Company  and  are  built  to  house  Colliery 
workers.  The  houses  consist  of  the  two  and  three  bedroom  type 
and  are  generally  well  maintained.  Houses  in  the  agricultural 
parts  of  the  Parish  are  generally  in  fair  repair  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  of  the  older  cottages. 

CRONTON. — The  houses  in  the  Parish  of  Cronton  are  mainly  of  the 
small  type  with  two  or  three  bedrooms.  Generally  they  are  well 
maintained,  but  some  of  the  older  types  are  damp. 

.  ECCLESTON. — The  houses  in  the  Parish  of  Eccleston,  particularly 

the  Eccleston  Park  and  Eccleston  Village  portions  of  the  Parish, 
are  of  a  good  residential  type.  The  remainder  of  the  agricul¬ 
tural  properties  are  of  a  good  type  and  are  in  the  main  well 
maintained. 

HALE.— The  Parish  of  Hale  has  a  long  frontage  on  the  River  Mersey. 
The  principal  industries  are  farming  and  horticulture.  The 
houses  are  mainly  of  the  residential  type.  The  smaller  cottages, 
some  with  thatched  roofs  are  in  a  fair  state  of  repair. 

H  ALE  WOOD.— Halewood  is  mainly  an  agricultural  parish  with  some 
residential  development.  The  properties  are  generally  well 
maintained  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the  older  cottages. 
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KIRKBY.— Certain  developments  in  the  Parish  of  Kirkby  has 
brought  about  the  erection  of  house  properties  of  the  smaller 
type.  The  older  cottages  of  the  farm  workers  are  generally  in 
fair  condition. 

KNOWSLEY. — Housing  development  in  the  Parish  of  Knowsley  in 
recent  years  has  been  extensive,  the  whole  of  the  houses  being- 
erected  by  outside  Authorities  and  are  of  the  working  class  type. 
The  older  properties  are  scattered  throughout  the  Parish  and 
are  principally  occupied  by  farm  workers. 

RAINHILL. — The  Parish  of  Rainhill  contains  a  fairly  extensive 
housing  area,  parts  of  which  are  of  a  good  residential  type.  The 
houses  in  this  Parish  are  generally  well  maintained  with  the 
exception  of  some  of  the  older  type  which  lack  amenities  and 
are  damp.  Industries  in  the  parish  include  farming,  brass 
founding,  stone  quarrying  and  the  making  of  files  by  hand. 

TARBOCK. — The  Parish  of  Tarbock  is  agricultural  and  the 
properties,  with  the  exception  of  two  Council  housing  sites,  are 

scattered  and  are  mainly  farm  houses  and  farm  workers’  cottages, 
ne  of  the  older  cottages  are  damp,  but  generally  are  fairly  well 
maintained. 

WINDLE. — In  the  Parish  of  Windle  the  houses  are  mainly  of  the 
detached  and  semi-detached  type.  House  property  is  generally 
well  maintained  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the  older  types.

Infectious  Diseases  Generally—  t 

Review  briefly  the  prevalence  cf  notifiable  infectious  diseases  during 
the  year  1942:  Cases  of  measles  have  been  more  than  twice  the 
number  notified  in  the  previous  year,  but  those  of  whooping- 
cough  have  been  little  more  than  half  those  of  1941.  Measles 
was  most  prevalent  in  the  last  half  of  tne  yeai,  and  whooping 
cough  during  the  September  quarter. 
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Particulars  of  the  clinical  type  and  spread  of  diphtheria  and  cerebro¬ 
spinal  fever:  23  of  the  28  cases  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  were  from 
the  Whiston  County  Hospital,  or  patients  from  outside  our 
district  admitted  for  treatment.  Diphtheria  cases  have  declined 
from  190  in  the  previous  year  to  42  in  1942.
